REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant first argues that a Terminal Disclaimer overcomes the double patenting rejection. No terminal disclaimer was found 
in the case so the double patenting rejection remains applicable. Applicant correctly notes that the indicated claims, claims 4, 
5. 7, 8. 10, 15. and 30-33 would be allowable upon filing of a terminal disclaimer and if they were rewritten into independent 
form (ie. not dependent from a rejected claim). With regard to the arguments, if there is any lack of clarity, the examiner 
regrets this, but the rejection fully addresses the claims. The element missing from Harris in view of Smart is the downstream 
MEF-2 element, which is taught by Nadal-Ginard. Applicant argues each of the references individually, stating, for example 
that Harris is missing downstream elements, a part of the rejection supplied by Nadal-Ginard. Applicant attempts to find a 
deficiency in Nadal-Ginard in that it lacks a discussion of morphogens. but the essence of the rejection is the combination of 
the three references. Applicant is correct that none of the references alone is a 102, but the combination renders the claims 
prima facie obvious. Similarly. Ozkanvak. in combination with the other two references renders the claims prima facie obvious 
for the reasons given in the rejection. Applicant argues that there is no teaching in the rejection of the 2-12 hours. As noted in 
the rejection. Harris teaches a time frame which is "about 2-12 hours" as discussed in the rejection. .
